Minutes from October 2011 meeting were reviewed. 
Stewardship Committee Update: Fr Steve reported 
that an ad-hoc group has been formed to work on a 
vision for a parish committee. Fr Steve, Garth 
Lightenberg, Don Thrall, Larry & Joyce Williamson, 
and Pat & Rene Suiter met last week and will meet 
again February 16th. For any immediate stewardship 
needs, please consult with Fr Steve. 

By-Laws and Financial Management Plan were 
reviewed: It was moved and approved that the by-laws 
be adopted with one change in paragraph 2.b.: a former 
council member may be eligible for reappointment after 
one year out of service. Fr Steve will revise the 
document and email committee members. The 
Financial Management Policy will be amended with 
Lorinda's correct title and paragraph 1. will be changed 
to a maximum expenditure amount of $500 vs. $2000. 
Fr Steve will email to Lorinda for editing. 

Ministry Fair Update: It was discussed and agreed 
that no new volunteers for our committee were needed 
at this time. The next ministry fair will be held in April. 

Catholic Schools Sponsorship: Fr Steve explained 
how the assessment formula has changed, and why. 
Next fiscal year the assessment will be $722.90 per 
student which will be an increase for our parish. It was 
agreed that Lorinda budget for 45 students in the first 
draft of the next parish budget. 

Second Quarter Results were reviewed. It was noted 
that July-Dee Fiscal Year 2011/2012 pledges increased 
by $6,119.69 over Fiscal Year 2010/2011 - not including 
$13,563.25 Springtime of New Possibilities Campaign 
payments. 

Springtime of Possibilities Campaign status and 
next steps: Pledges increased by $35,224 after the in¬ 
pew fund drive. Total pledges to date are $139,700. It 
was agreed that the $15,047, which was collected last 
fiscal year and is currently being held, be applied to the 
principal of the loan. Contribution statements will be 
mailed this month to all who have pledged.

Dear Brothers and Sisters in Christ: 

I write to you concerning an alarming and serious matter that negatively impacts the 
Church in the United States directly, and that strikes at the fundamental right to religious liberty 
for all citizens of any faith. The federal government, which claims to be “of, by. and for the 
people,” has just dealt a heavy blow to almost a quarter of those people—the Catholic 
population and to the millions more who are served by the Catholic faithful. 

The IJ.S. Department of Health and Human Services announced last week that almost all 
employers, including Catholic employers, will be forced to offer their employees’ health coverage 
that includes sterilization, abortion-inducing drugs, and contraception. Almost all health insurers 
will be forced to include those “services” in the health policies they write. And almost all 
individuals will be forced to buy that coverage as a part of their policies. 

In so ruling, the Administration has cast aside the First Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States, denying to Catholics our Nation’s first and most fundamental freedom, that of 
religious liberty. And as a result, unless the rule is overturned, we Catholics will be compelled 
either to violate our consciences, or to drop health coverage for our employees (and suffer the 
penalties for doing so). The Administration’s sole concession was to give our institutions one 
year to comply. 

We cannot—we will not—comply with this unjust law. People of faith cannot be made 
second class citizens. We arc already joined by our brothers and sisters of all faiths and many 
others of good will in this important effort to regain our religious freedom. Our parents and 
grandparents did not come to these shores to help build America’s cities and towns, its 
infrastructure and institutions, its enterprise and culture, only to have their posterity stripped of 
their God given rights. In generations past, the Church has always been able to count on the 
faithful to stand up and protect her sacred rights and duties. I hope and trust she can count on this 
generation of Catholics to do the same. Our children and grandchildren deserve nothing less. 

And therefore, I would ask of you two things. First , as a community of faith we must 
commit ourselves to prayer and fasting that wisdom and justice may prevail, and religious liberty 
may be restored. Without God, we can do nothing; with God, nothing is impossible. Second. 1 
would also recommend visiting www.us eeb.org/ conscience. to learn more about this severe 
assault on religious liberty, and how to contact Congress in support of legislation that would 
reverse the Administration’s decision.
